Two Shots Fired at a Chinam an by a 
Fellow-Countrym an. 
San Francisco, November 26th.—Ah 
Tuck, a Chinese tailor employed by W. 
Cohn at 325 Battery street, narrowly es­ 
caped death at the hands of a fellow-coun­ 
tryman this morning while on his way to 
work. He passed the corner of Commer­ 
cial and Kearny streets about 7:15, and 
just before he reached the latter street, a 
highbinder, who afterward gave the name 
of Ah Lee, sprang from a doorway where 
he had been hiding, and to the most com­ 
plete surprise of Tuck, fired a shot at him. 
Tuck started to run and was followed a 
short distance by the Mongolian ruffian, 
who sent another bullet after his intended 
victim, who was, however, unharmed. Lee 
then turned and ran as though pursued by 
imps up Commercial street to Hupout, to 
Clay, to YVaverly place and into Oneida 
place. He rushed iuto a house on the lat­ 
ter alley and proceeding to a sieeping-room, 
jumped into a bunk and covered himself 
with the clothing. There he was found by 
officer Harris and driver Farmar of the 
police patrol, who had heard the shots, seeu 
the man run aud immediately started in 
pursuit. 
Lee told his captors that he lived there, 
and had been iu the bunk all night, de­ 
spite the fact that he could hardly talk for 
want of breath. The residents of the 
place, however, gave him the lie when 
questioned; they said they had never seeu 
him before. Accordingly he was marched 
to the city prison, and boobed for assault 
to murder. 
Tuck, the man who was shot at, bears, 
for a Chinaman, a first-class reputation. 
He belongs to none of the societies, and is 
peaceful and law-abiding. He asserts that 
he never saw Lee before, and can’t imagine 
why he should have been selected as a tar­ 
get, unless the prisoner had been hired to 
murder some one else and made a mistake 
in his man. 


FATAL SHOOTING. 
A Fight Between a W hite Man and an 
Indian Kesulta iu the L atter’» D eath. 
Seattle November 26:h.—A special lo 
the Post-Intelligencer trom Snohomish, 
YVash., says that a battle with fatal results 
took place to-day between a rancher named 
J. Gould and an Indiau named “Beaver” at 
the Forks, six miles east of there. The In­ 
dian claimed that Gould assaulted his 
squaw, and after a hot argument “Beaver” 
threatened to shoot Gould it the latter did 
not put up $100. Gouid refused and 
“Beaver” open fire on him with a musket. 
Gouid ran into his house and got a rifle 
and the shooting began in earnest. 
Gould's sixth shot struck the Indian un­ 
der the left arm. killing him instantly. 
The Indians swear vengeance on Gould, 
who at once fled from the scene and has 
not been seen since. Word reached the 
police here to day, and they are looking 
for Gould, who escaped unirjured in the 
fight.

MURDER IN NEVADA. 
A Alan Found w ith His H ead Cru.-lied 
and lh ro a t Cut. 
S a n F rancisco, November 26th. — A 
Chronicle special from Wells, Nev , says : 
The body of Frank Saveaster was found 
near the stage road five miles from Wells 
this morning, with a wound in his head and 
his throat cut. Saveaster C’me here yester­ 
day from Ogden, where he had been em­ 
ployed as a cook, and fell in with Ben Mor­ 
ris, who borrowed a team and took him 
driving.

It has been 
understood since election day that Pow­ 
derly and his chief men of the Knights of 
Labor would make every effort to obtain 
recognition at toe Convention. They have 
now definitely determined to present them­ 
selves and ass to be permitted to join issues 
with the Alliance. Powderly and his as­ 
sistant leaders think the best thing the 
Knights can do Is to join hands with the 
Alliance on all questions and propositions 
advanced by it. 
There is a decided objection on the part 
of the Alliance to Powderly’s securing re­ 
cruits for his organization from among the 
farm haDds. Tnere would be danger that 
these farm hands would organize divisions 
of their own among the Knights, and under 
the inspiration of Powderly insist on 
higher wages and shorter hours. The 
owners ot farms do not propose to have any 
strikes among their hands, particularly at 
harvest times. With these facts in view, 
it is believed that the Alliance will turn a 
cold shoulder to Powderly. 
GLASS WORKERS OBJECT.

The Irish Cause Endangered by Parnell's 
Leadership. 


FATAL 
COLLIERY 
EXPLOSION. 


Two Vessels Wrecked and Several 
Persons Drowned—Floods 
in Holland. 
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IRELAND'S CAUSE. 
Strong Feeling in Favor of P arnell’s 
Resignation as Leader. 
L o n d o n, November 26th. — Although 
Parnell refused to call a meeting of the 
Irish members of the Commons last night, 
the meeting was held to-day. Parnell was 
present and presided. 
Silence was ob­ 
served as he entered the room. After call­ 
ing the meeting to order Parnell explained 
that be had reconsidered his determination 
and called the meeting. The meeting lasted 
half an hour. There was great divergence 
of opinion manifested throughout the dis­ 
cussion. 
No definite action was agreed 
upon and the meeting adjourned to 5 
o’clock this evening. 
It was iearned after the adjournment of 
the meet ng that a strong feeling in favor 
of Parnell s resignation of the leadership 
was] manifested, but the minority vehe­ 
mently opposed it. 
, 
It is a foregone conclusion that another 
meeting must result in Parnell’s resigna­ 
tion.Parnell, in his explanations at the open­ 
ing of the meeting, gave no indication that 
he intended to alter his decision to retain 
the lfadershiD . 
Nolan was the only member present who 
favored Parnell's retention in office. 
McCarthy, whose frequent illusions to 
Parnell's great sacrifices for the Irish cause 
were applauded, said he hoped after due 
consideration that Parnell would see the 
way to retire for the present and save the 
sacred cause of Irish independence. 
Sexton said he regretted Mr. Gladstone's 
views regarding the leadership had been 
withheld yesterday. He sympathetically 
appealed to Parnell to reconsidei his po­ 
sition. The question had assumed a new 
phase since the publication of Gladstone's 
letter, and personal considerations must be 
sacrificed for the cause. 
Parnell maintained an attitude of reserve 
throughout tbe meeting. 
It was hoped a cable from the delegates 
in America would reach London before 
tbe meeting adjourned, but none was re­ 
ceived. 
The decision to reassemble at 5 o'clock 
was caused by a hope that a dispatch would 
arrive in the interval. 
The Nationalists met in pursuance to a 
motion passed at the morning meeting, 
and adjourned until Monday nigdt without 
action. 
Gla d sto ne's p o p u l a r it y. 
L o n do n, November 26th.—Gladstone had 
frequent conferences with his colleagues 
this forenoon. 
When Gladstone entered the Commons 
he was loudly cheered by his Liberal col­ 
leagues. 
Parnell was present and occupied his 
usual seat. 
Leave was granted Gladstone to introduce 
a bill removing the disability preventing 
Catholics from becoming Lord Chancellor 
of England or Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 
A GRAVE CRISIS. 
N ew Y o r k , November 26th—T. R. Gill, 
one of the Irish delegates, said this even­ 
ing : “To-day's London meeting was post­ 
poned without action, to allow tbe dele­ 
gates more opportunity of consulting to­ 
gether. They will probably meet Friday 
at Cincinnati and interchauge views.” 
Gill warns the friends of the Irish cause 
to beware of hasty conclusions. He de­ 
clares his flat belief in the alleged anger of 
the Irish members at Parnell’s alleged re­ 
fusal to summon a second meeting, aud 
as equally incredulous as to the statement 
credited to an Irish member that the party 
would follow Paruell, even if home rule 
was delayed fifteen years. 
A grave crisis is undoubtedly caused by 
Gladstone's letter, but the Irish members 
may be relied on to act with patriotism. 
Parnell and the Irish party will decide the 
question presented them by Gladsione’s 
letter, apart from any personal considera­ 
tion whatever, and wholly on conditions 
for the best interest of the cause, which is 
the most sacred concern of their lives. 
As to the probabie decision of the party, 
Gill would give no ooinion. He added 
that when Parnell’s mouth was unsealed 
the judgment which had been formed now 
would be presented in a different light.!, 
Giil feels confident that the next few davs ' 
will allow all parties to consider the situa­ 
tion coolly, aud enable a cordial under­ 
standing between the English and Irish 
Home Rulers in a manner gratifying to the 
grand old man and.honorable to the Irish 
people and Parnell. 
O’Brien, who is in Cincinnati, sent a 
cablegram to the other side this afternoon, 
earnestly recommending the party to open 
friendly communications with Gladstone. 
GREAT DIVERGENCE OF OPINION. 
L o n do n, November 26th. — To-night’s 
events have not relieved the tension, but 
rather accentuated the complications of 
the sttuation. The conferences held to-day 
prove that a great divergence of opinion 
exists, but show that unless a vote of no 
confidence is passed by his followers, Par­ 
nell will not abdicate. 
The meeting this afternoon adjourned 
after nearly three hours' speech-making, 
in order to obtain the views of the absent 
members of the par’y. When the party 
reassembles on Monday, it is probable that 
Parnell will sgain be urged to retire by 
one section of his supporters, but if a vote 
is taken it is expected that a large majority 
will be on his side. 
The Welsh members of the party to-day 
resolved that the retention of Parnell will 
cause a postponement of home rule be­ 
yond fhe span of Gladstone's public life, 
and they are more fTT&n ever determined to 
rally to the support of Gladstone. 
PARNELL TO ISSUE A MANIFESTO. 
L o n d o n. N -vember 26:h.—Mayor Walsh, 
of Wexiord, Ireland, has been sentenced to 
three months’ imprisonment for publish­ 
ing certain articles. 
ilany Nationalist members of Parlia­ 
ment are greatly annoyed at Parnell's un­ 
gracious treatment of Gladstone. 
A rumor is current to-night that Parnell 
intends to issue a manifesto to the Irish 
people, explaining and justifying his po­ 
sition. 
PARNELL URGED TO RETIRE. 
L on do n, November 26th—At a Nation­ 
alist meeting this afternoon Barry, Sheehy, 
Lane and Commins urged Parnell to retire. 
McCarthy, Sexton and John O’Connor 
spoke in favor of his retaining the leader­ 
ship. All the speakers dilated eloquently 
upon Parnell’s past services.

N ew Y o r k, November 26th — A Sun 
London sp cial says: Gladstone's retire­ 
ment trom political life, which can only be 
avoided by Parnell’s resignation, means 
not a momentary disaster, out temporary 
ruin to the canse of home rule. Gladstone 
up to Monday had been given to under­ 
stand that Paraell would retire for the 
season.

He never saw Acres in his life and knew 
nothing about him excent ihst he had a 
letter from Acres, and teit moved to answer 
it. Upon what princinle of good taste or 
expediency did Cleveland proceed to un­ 
cork the vials cf his secret feelings and 
empty them into the bosom of the un­ 
known Acres.’ 
Only a little more than two years ago 
Cleveland had occasion to pronounce a 
very severe judgment upon a gentleman 
named Sackville West, who answered a 
letter from a stranger in Los Angeles. How 
is it that we find him indulging in that 
same blunder himself* 
The probabilities are that Cleveland 
thought his letter to Acres a mighty fine 
tiling when he wrote it, and contemplated 
with equinamitv, if not with pleasure, the 
prospect of its getting into print. Public 
comment, however, has changed his mind 
as to the performance, and now he is 
jumping on Acres for doing exactly what 
he might have been expected to do. That 
gentleman, no doubt, honestly thought he 
was carrying out his correspondent’s inten­ 
tions. At any rate, it will help Ingalls in 
his fight for Senatorship in the opinion of 
politicians in Washington. 
ALASKAN f UK INDUSTRY. 
Professor Klliott W ill Preseut a Hc*port 
on the Mibject. 
Washington, November 26th.—Prof. H. 
R. Elliott of the Smithsonian Institution 
will present a report to Congress, on reas­ 
sembling, on the Aitskan !ur industry. 
Professor Elliott, it is understood, will rec­ 
ommend that the catch of fur seals at 
American rookeries be suspendtd for seven 
years. This, he considers, is absolutely 
necessary for the preservation of seals from 
annihilation. At the present time he esti­ 
mates there are onty 100,000 seals in 
American waters. The continued depreda­ 
tions upon them by pirates and otherwise, 
have reduced the number so much that 
hardlv a sufficient number remain for 
breeding. Tbe utmost care, he considers, 
is necessary to preserve the few that re­ 
main. or else the magnificent industry will 
become extinct. 1: was on account of Pro­ 
fessor Elliott’s knowledge of the fur-seal 
industry that he was especially designated 
by Congress to visit Alaska anil make a re­ 
port on the subject. 
W eather Bulletin. 
W ashington, November 26th. — The 
clearing condition is increasing in magni­ 
tude and has moved southeastward to Kan­ 
sas. The storm moved eastward off the 
New Brunswick coast. A light rain or 
snow Das fallen iu the lower lake region 
and New England. The temperature has 
risen in the Gulf States and the extreme 
Northwest, and generally fallen elsewhere. 
The temperature at 8 o’clock this morn­ 
ing was reported as follows: Chicago 28°, 
New York 34°, St. Louis 32°, Cincinnati 
32°, Winnipeg 29°.

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CALIFORNIA IN THE COLUMBIAN FAIR. 


The details of the selection of the site 
of the Columbian or World's Fair at Chi­ 
cago having been fairly well settled, it is 
now timely to review the discussion of the 
part California should have in that Expo­ 
sition. 
As the Legislature is about to as­ 
semble, and the subject will be presented 
to it, the debate from this date until the 
meeting of the Houses should be general 
and thorough, that less valuable time may 
be consumed in the session in its consider­ 
ation, and the wiser course of action be 
resolved upon in the public mind as a 
guide to the Legislature. 
When the fair was resolved upon, the 
R ecord-Union expressed itself emphati­ 
cally in favor of California having a sepa­ 
rate exhibition in it. 
Nothing has trans­ 
pired since then, nor have any reasons 
been advanced to work any change in the 
convictions of thrs journal concerning that 
matter. 
California must exhibit and must 
do her full share in adding to the volume 
and worth of the nation’s Exposition, but 
while national pride should stimulate her, 
State pride and interest will be the chief 
underlying motives of our activity. 
If 


we conserve in the highest degree our own 
interest, we will give the nation most rea­ 
son to be proud of the showing we make. 
Already the department policy has been 
resolved upon by the Managing Commis­ 


sion of the fair— that is, the general exhi­ 
bition is to be one not of States and Ter. 
ritories so much as it is of classes of pro­ 
ducts and manufactures. 
But this by no 


means precludes the ide3 of a distinct 
cumulative State exhibition within the 
grounds, or within the buildings of the 
Exposition. 
Now it must be obvious to 
even the commonest understanding that 
California’s part in the departmental exhi­ 
bition would be comparatively insignifi­ 


cant. 
By reason of the youth of the State, 
and its industries and arts, it will be 
simply impossible for us to exhibit in the 
departments alone, and receive the recog­ 
nition that will compensate for the output 
of our energy and money. 
In the first place, there will be a great 
many departments in which we cannot 
make displays. 
These will represent in­ 
dustries and products that do not yet 
engage our attention. In the second place* 
such exhibits as we would make iu the 
departments would he lost in the mass and 
in the overwhelming numerical superiority 


of the exhibits of our sister States. 
Let us suppose that iu textile fabrics we 
enter the department lists. 
In the depart­ 
ment of woolens 
we could make hut a 
meager showing, but our display of textile 
fabrics in a collective exhibition would be 
exceediugle creditable to us. 
In art and 
the works of the artisan where would 
California’s exhibits be in the depart­ 
mental scheme ? 
But in a distinct exhi­ 
bition, and as units of a collective showing 
by California, such exhibits would do us 
infinite credit. W e cannot, in other words, 
compete with the world in these lines, but 
a single piece of creditable statuary, a 
single piece of fine machinery or other 
handiwork, would 
give 
character and 
variety to our distinct or collective ex­ 
hibit, and present us fairly before the 
world, showing the beginning we have 
made in art, the mechanical skill we are 
developing, and 
the genius this young 


State is stimulating. 
Of course, this presentation of the sub­ 
ject but suggests an outline and indicates 
only the direction of the thought 
that 
should engage Californians at this time 
relative to the part of this State in the 
Columbian Exposition. 
W hat we waut is 
a collective exhibit, and it should be held 
in a building sjiecially prepared for it, 
characteristic of the State, and in itself 
strikingly illustrative of it. 
California, 
therefore, should opi*i-e, so far as she is 
concerned, 
a 
distributive 
exhibition. 


There are but three departments conceiv­ 
able in which we could hold our own in 
the distributive schei e and make our ex­ 
hibits distinctive features, commanding 
attention, and they rre the departments of 
mineralogy, cereal production, semi-tropic 
fruits and the vine. 
In those divisions we 
could lie represented creditably, however, 


without harm to the collective exhibit; 
still it would be far !>etter to make a distinct 
showing in a collective exhibit. 
These considerations should lie debated 
primarily apart from the question of State 
exjiemiiture to promote any California 
exhibit at the fair. 
Let us first settle 
clearlv what the character of our exhibi­ 
tion shall be, and secondly take up the 
question of ways and means. 
Let us re­ 
solve first that California must have a dis­ 
tinct and cumulative exhibition in a 
building of her own, then consider the ex­ 
tent of cost, the duty of the State in its 
relation to that cost, the duty of com­ 
merce, industrv, ami production in rela­ 


tion to it, and finally the executive instru­ 
mentalities for economically and credita­ 
ble carrying out the s. heme. 
What we 


resolve ujnm it is probable the managing 
commission of the fair will accede to. 
Certain!v the fear need not lie entertained 
that we wiil lie forbidden to add to the 
merit, worth and attractiveness of the fair 
by a California exhibition in a representa­ 


tive California exhibition building. 


THANKSGIVING.

inspires its ceremonies and observances is 
one that brims over with kindness and 
charity and good will towards men.

apart of one day from business and worry 
and toil for the especial purpose of ex­ 
pressing thankfulness for that we have and 
have enjoyed, operate directiv upon peo­ 
ple in the direction of beneficence. 
They 
quicken the sensibilities, they soften the 
heart, they enlarge the sympathies, they 
bring our fellows closer to us, they expand 
the mantle of charity, and they incline us 
to more kindly regard the frailties and 


errors of our fellow men. 
While, therefore, we feel thankful for 
our lot, for the passage of the year without 


famine, pestilence or calamity, let us open 
our hearts to our fe.liw men, and with 
more of mercy for the erring, forgiveness 


for those who have offended against us, 


penitence fcr our misdeeds and forgetful­ 
ness of the wrongs under which we have 
suffered, give thanks for human brother­ 


hood, for national greatness, for State pros­ 
perity, fo^ community peace and well-be­ 
ing, for the friendships that are ours, the 
affection that binds us to those of kin and 
home, and the love that compensates for 
all toil and self-sacrifice.

CENSUS TAKING. 


All the clamor for a retaking of the cen­ 
sus is unworthy. It is probable that many 
people were missed by the enumerators, 
but we apprehend that such would be the 
result, no matter what season of the year 
should be set apart for enumeration. 
One demand made is that a new census 
shall be ordered by Congress to be taken in 
June. 
But at that season on this coast, as 
was proved last June, the exodus from the 
cities begins; at the East the tourists are 
off for Europe and South America at that 
time, and in the South the drift towards 
the North begins. 
If any autumn month 
is chosen there would still be found many 
absentees at the East. 
In the winter and 
early spring people would be more likely to 
be found at their homes, but the inclement 
seasons are not conducive to activity and 
thoroughness on the part of the enumer­ 
ators. 
It is now evident that the census was 
fairly well taken, probably quite as well as 
any corps of enumerators would do it at 
any time under the system adopted. What 
is needed is a radically different method. 
It ought to be a matter of no supreme dif­ 
ficulty to make enumeration of all the 


people of the United States in a single 
day, or at the outside in forty-eight hours; 
that is, of course, leaving the matter of 
gathering statistics for such greater length 
of time as may be needed. 
The experience of countries of Europe 
prove that it 
is possible to accurately 
enumerate some millions of people within 
a few hours. 
The short-time method, of 


course, includes the taking of names, ages, 
sex, residence, etc., of all people wherever 
found, and within such small sub-divisions 
of territory, as to remove the liability of 
omission to the greatest distance. 
At any rate, there is no reason what­ 
ever for putting the nation to the enor­ 
mous expense of a second enumeration for 
the census of 1S90. 
The gain in numbers 
reported would not probably be sufficient 
to make any material difference in appor­ 
tionment, and there can be no assurance 
given that there will tie any better results 
with a new corps of enumerators. 


T h e Chicago Journal thinks M r. Cleve­ 
land is unfair to assume that the senti­ 
ment of the Republican party is opposed 
to cheapness.

TEACHERS’ iSSTITUTE. 


PROCEEDINGS AT THE 
LAST 
DAY’S 
CONSULTATIOH.

F a ll—T h e Im p o rta n c e o f T e a c h in g 


“ C ivil G overnm ent.** 


The County Teachers’ Institute reassem­ 
bled yesterday morning at the Capital 
G ram m ar School. 
The morning work opened with an ad­ 
dress by Prof. Dickinson, relating to the 
•‘Teaching 
of Science 
in the 
Public 
Schools.” 
The Professor said the subject 
had not been given sufficient consideration 
on account of a lack of suitable apparatus. 
H e then went on to show how experiments 
m ight be performed with materials always 
at hand. Nature herself should be called 
upon to furnish the ap p aratu s; every-day 
occurrences would illustrate the grandest 
principles of physics. 
WHY SOME FAIL. 
Superintendent Fisher 
continued the 
work by a short address on “Relation of 
the Teacher to H er School.” He said that 
the reason why many teachers fail is be­ 
cause they haven’t the “faculty of compre­ 
hending the situation in which they are 
oftentimes placed,” a lack of being able to 
cheerfully accommodate one s self to one’s 
circumstances. 
H iss F. de Laguna gave the teachers a 
rare treat io "The Study of a Poem.” 
"Sir 
Launfaul s Vision” was chosen, and the 
exquisite 
lines seemed 
translated into 
m any varied and beautiful meanings, and 
the words of each line to reflect the 
changes undergone since the beginning of 
language. 
Miss Mildred Obarr read a very good 
paper on the “Kindergarten" and what it 
endeavors to do for the little ones. Mem­ 
bers of the Free Kindergarten were then 
brought in and illustrated some of the 
beautiful and useful things they were being 
taught. Their singing wa3 eeoecially good, 
and m em btra of the Institute wished to 
make them a little gift of remembrance, 
notw ithstanding their teachers' rem ons­ 
trance. 
CIVIL GOVERNMENT. 
After a short intermission Miss Ritta 
Conclaugh rendered a difficult piano solo. 
Superintendent P. M. F.sher spoke at 
length upon the importance of teaching 
civil government in schools. He wonld 
have it taught to the older pupils, the duties 
and responsibilities of the American citi­ 
zen being emphasized. Mr. Fisher thought 
the coming generation of citizens would 
learn their rights 
and 
privilges soon 
enough. The benefit to be derived from 
having a night school where such things 
m ight be taught, was demonstrated. It 
was not altogether that American boys and 
men should learn these things, but it is 
necessary that foreigners wishing to be­ 
come citizens should be well aware of the 
laws of the land. 
Mrs. E. B. Purnell thought there was no 
reason why girls and women should not be 
instructed in the Constitution as well as 
boys and men; there would in all prob 
ability come a time when the preamble, in 
saying "W e, the people of the United 
States." etc., would include women as well. 
Miss Marett and Miss Watson made a few 
rem arks pertaining to the discussion. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
In the afternoon little Maud Blue played 
some stirring national airs and was loudly 
applauded, and Mrs. Condo gave a very in­ 
teresting recitation. 
Rev. R. M. Stevenson spoke of “Personal 
Influence of Teachers.” 
H e said that 
children are instructed more by the teach­ 
er’s personality and love of learning; that 
text book knowledge will become indis­ 
tinct a lew years after leaving school, but 
the impression made by the teacher would 
be lasting as live itself. In recalling some 
boyhood memories, Mr. Stevenson gave 
graphic descriptions of his earlier teachers; 
h o r one. by his attire, gave the impression 
of exactness; another, of earnestness; some 
of kindness, and still, in recalling others, 
he saw nothing but their crabbedness. 
Superintendent Fisher 
and 
Professor 
Dickinson, being obliged to leave, the In­ 
stitute members declared a vote of thanks 
be given them for their earnestness in car­ 
rying on the work. 


ARITHMETICAL SIGNS. 
Professor M. S. Lipowitz s discussion of 
‘‘Arithmetical Signs and Symbols” proved 
extremely interesting. It has been found 
by consulting old manuscripts and m ar­ 
bles,that the early Egyptians were familiar 
with many forms of mathematics; it is also 
evident in the construction of pyramids and 
other of their works. The Greeks, although 
geometricians by nature, still had a system 
of their own for counting, etc. Still earlier 
than these «rere the Hindoos, versed in the 
mysteries of mathematics. 
He spoke also 
upon the mathematical symbols of the 
Chinese, in conclusion. 
A recess was then taken, after which Miss 
Campbell sang a charm ing solo. 
THE RESOLUTIONS. 
The Committee on Kesoiu.ions then re­ 
ported as follows: 
Resolved, T hat we highly appreciate the work 
of Professor Dickinson and 
Superintendent 
Fisher, and tender them our best wishes in 
th eir luture work. 
Resolved, T hat our thanks are due to the Rev. 
Messrs. ellcox aud Stephenson for their hearty 
words of encouragem ent, and to those that 
have kindly furnished us vocal and instru­ 
m ental music durrng the institute. 
Resolved, T hai we cordially approve of Super­ 
intendent Howard's course iu appointing all 
com m ittees beforehand, and further that no 
teacher, without a justifiable excuse, should re­ 
fuse to perform any reasonable duty imposed by 
the Superintendent, 
Resolved, That in the future some arrange­ 
m ent be m ade by which more tim e be allowed 
for discussion on subjects presented, even if the 
num ber of subjects be lim ited, aud th at by this 
arraugem ent. or some other, more of our teach­ 
ers be led to participate ia our institute work. 
Resolred, T hat » e heartily indorse Superin­ 
tendent Howard's efforts to m ake these insti­ 
tutes both pleasant and profitable, aud we be­ 
lieve they are growing more useful year by 
year. 
The ladies of the kindergarten collection 
desire their thanks expressed to the ladies 
and gentlemen of the institute for iheir 
contributions. 
The institute was then addressed for ten 
m inutes by J. A. Wocdson, on the subject 
of cultivation of the power of observation. 
H is rem arks commanded attention and 
were forcible. 
Some rou ine business was then trans 
acted. Superintendent Howard addressed 
the institute in ctnclusiou, reviewing the 
work and congratulating the members on 
their attention and evident interest. The 
institute then adjourned sine die.

ACCUSED THEM OF IT. 
He immediately went back to Mrs. Kirn's 
place and found Sullivan, W right and 
Quinlan there. He accused them of having 
robDed him, but they denied it. 
The station agent in giving his testimony 
said he saw Page in company with the trio 
as they approached the station. At that time 
Page seemed perfectly sober. A few moments 
later, however, the witness noticed to his 
surprise that Page was helplessly drunk, 
or stupefied. The witness suspected that 
Page’s companions meant him no good, 
and he watched them as closely as he 
could 
Quinlan, he said, appeared to be 
quite drunk, but the others were perfectly 
sober. The station agent saw actions that 
led him to believe that Page had been 
robbed, and when the irio went back to 
Mrs. K irn’s, leaving Page at the station 
the witness went over to the saloon and in 
formed Mrs. K irn of what he had seen.

A R ailw ay B ridge to C onnect New Y ork 
an d Je rse y City. 
N ew Y ork. N ovem ber 26th —A m eeting 
of the New Y ork and New Jersey Bridge 
Com m issioners was held yesterday. 
T he 
bridge, according to the plans, w ill be be­ 
tween T w tn ty -th ird 
and 
Forty-fourth 
streets, and presum ably near or at Forty- 
second street. 
T he Jersey City term inus 
will be the center of all great railroads com ­ 
ing to that city, and the depot can be 
reached by all roads at a grade of not m ore 
than thirty-one feet to the m ile. 
T he New Y ork City depot is to b e a m am ­ 
m oth structure about 1,300x400 feet. 
It 
will be the term inus of all the great rail­ 
ways in the country, including the Erie, 
Pennsylvania and all system s that approach 
New Y ork. 
In fact, it is asserted that at 
this depot tickets will be purchased and 
cars taken directly for all places reached by 
railw ay in A m erica. 
All lines having ter­ 
m ini in Jersey City, and adjacent cities, 
will run cars directly over the bridge, thus 
giving access to the center of the city w ith­ 
out change. 
The structure will be principally a rail­ 
road bridge. 
It will consist of either a six 
or eight line track, w ith provisions for foot 
passengers, but none 
for team s. 
The 
bridge will be 150 feet above the water at 
high tide and som ew hat over 2,800 feet 
long. 
It is estim ated that the bridge can be 
built in th irty m onths and the depots, ap­ 
proaches, and all w ithin three years. 
It is 
proposed to begin work next spring acd to 
push it rapidly to 
com pletion. 
Stock 
am ounting to $15,000,000 and the sam e 
am ount in bonds will be issued and it is 
believed th at this will be sufficient to build 
the structure.
